There are five signs in your case, 
Mrs. E. S., that place it as klepto- 
mania; One, it is found in a young 
girl but not in a child; two, the tm- 
pulse comes only at times; three, she 
steals only trifles, not things for their 
value; four, often she doesn't really 
want them; five, she is aware of the 
impulse and is unhappy about it, 
That is all typical of impulsive steal- 
ing 

The treatment to follow is to cor- 


rect. It is a matter of sympathy and 
understanding not of punishment. 
This girl can be helped ver her 


difficulties until these impulses grad- 
ually subside and she gets more 
power to control them when they 
come. There will be no sudden but 
f@ gradual cure. 

In some young people stealing is 
a sort of substitute excitement, and 
sometimes is a substitute for sex ex- 
citement, That may complicate mat- 
ters. When a boy says, “I steal be~ 
cause it makes mé feel good to stea 
afterward,” 
it suggests an abnormal satisfaction. 
In all such cases stealing is a symp- 
tom of an abnormal mental make- 
up. Bad associations may easiiy turn 
such persons into habitual thieves, 

Boys and giris in some ways steal, 
differently. Boys steal more as & 
matter of adventure; they plan and 
break in and cover their tracks and 
crave excitement of getting sway 
with it. Lying comes tn to protect 
stealing. Girls lie more to make 
themselves interesting, boys more to 
make themsélves important. Such 
“gang” stealing is not mere impulse, 
and it requires a different tyne of 
handling. All show tundesitable forms 
of craving for excitement. |

Green vegetables 
hould form an important part of

STILL GOING UP 


An annual survey of automobile taxation by the American Automo- 
bile association reveals the fact that state motor vehicle taxes increased 
three times as much as the registration and that the average tax for the 
entire country went up 10 per cent since 1926. 

The automobile owner, it appears, has finally been accepted as the 
national tax goat. License fees, gasoline taxes, personal property taxes 
and the national excise tax have been hung on him until he is looked 
upon as the saviour of loca] governments from financial bankruptcy 

But there should be a limit to this. Taxes, the A.A.A. points out, have 
run up so fast that they are 278 per cent higher, per vehicle, than they 
were in 1919. And since then, let it be recalled, the national excise or 
war tax has been redured to three per cent 

Most taxation ts in the form of the state gasoline revenue. Yet this 
may go even higher, if motorists don't join in a united protest against a 
practice that may become 4 habit 

The American Automobille association and its associated clubs are 
doing a valiant service in trying to keep automobile taxation down to a 
reasonable limit.

HE much debated Lawrence ¢ ) 
waterway is really a question now not f 
building the waterway but of finishing it 
And to finish it becomes a question of ta 
ling the stretch of the St. Lawrence river fr 
Kingston to Montreal 
The upper end of the waterway has been 
opened, or soon will be, for one th sand miles 
down to the foot of Lake Ontario 
The lower end has been opened for nearl 
one thousand miles from the sea up to Montreal 
But in the middle, like a knot in a string 
is this bit of river with its rapids and shoals. 
Big bogts cannot pass because the canals we 


have built around the fourteen 


feet deep. 
There are rapids and 


rapids are only 


shallows because the 


river here is not flat. Between Kingston and 
Montreal! it falls 226 feet in three steps down 
The falling water blocks free passage but it also 
contains tremendous electric power as a reward 


for its unkindness. 

It is this bit of river you ar« 
about in the papers just now.

First: the actual shape of the river. 

Secondly: what it means in navigation and 
in power 

First, let us follow the sketch map above and 
see just what natural difficulties have to be 
overcome 

From Kingston to Montreal along the river 
is 183 miles. For the first 115 miles the river 
forms the boundary between & the 
United States; for the last 68 miles it flowe 
through the province of Quebec. Not all of thir 


stretch of river is blocked. It alternates between 
deep channels and swift rapids to take the three 
steps down I mentioned. 

This alternation of channels and ide 
been divided for convenience into five sections 
which are shown on the drawing. They are not 
difficult to remember. Two of them lie in the 
international boundary part; the other three are 
in the Quebec part. 


78 Miles of Rapids 


PRE are the five sections: 

Number cone ts called the Thousand Islands 
Section. It consists of the first 67 
international boundary. The river here flowe 
in a deep slow channel. Present navigation is 
through this channel 

Number two is called the International Rap 
ids Section. It consists of the remaining 438 
miles of international boundary, and here the 
river steps down 92 feet in a succession of swift 
rapide: the Galop Rapids, then the Rapide Plat, 
and then the Long Sault Present navigation 
is carried around these rapids in a series of 
fourteen-foot side canals

26 miles long. Here as you can see the river 
widens into a quiet lakelike expansion which 


has deep water almost to its foot and takes care 
of present navigation. 

Number four is called the Soulanges Section, 
also in Quebec. It is only 18 miles long but the 
river steps down here again 8% feet, tumbling 
out of Lake St, Francis in cnother succession 
of rapids: the Coteau Rapids, then the Cedar 
Rapids, then the Split Rock and then the 
cades. Present navigation is through the four 
teen-foot Soulanges .anal which parallels the 
river ov the north,

Number five is called the Lachine Section 
It finishes the 23 miles into Montreal harbor 


It consists of the deep water of Lake St. Louls 
for the first part and then steps down again 48 
feet through ibe Lachine Rapids, La Prairic 
Basin, and rocky shoals to the harbor. Present 
navigation is through the fourteen-foot Lachiue 
canal which cuts through the edge of Montreal 

Summing these things up, to finish the water 
way means dealing with the following situation 
between Kingston and Montreal.
